I can tell you the reason. You 
are in these days reaping the -har- 
vest of other days of rejection. 
No man may reject God continual- 
ly without having his heart hard- 
en, without making it more §diffi- 
cult for him to turn to Jesus. If 
you refused Him yesterday, it is 
‘more difficult to aécept Him this 
evening. If you have been saying 
“Wo” for fifty years, your conver- 
sion would indeed be a miracle, 
not only of God’s grace, but of 
His power. I am becoming alarm- 
ed because people refuse Him.

First, let me say that God has 
placed primary emphasis upon the 
fact that He works in and through 
local, independent, Bible-believing,

While God does call and use and 
empower great evangelists to go 
as flaming messengers of the cross 
throughout the world, yet God's 
plan is that ‘these evangelists, 
usually unique in their methods 
and oftentimes startling in their 
message, shall but supplement the 
work of,real New Testament 
churches. There have been many 
movements which have _ swept 
through Christendom, some good, 
some bad, some indifferent, but 
no movement is to take the place 
of the churches in God’s plan. It 
is no wonder that when we see 
through the inspired pen of John 
the picture of the glorified Sav- 
iour in the first chapter of the 
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Book of Revelation, we see Him 
walking in the midst of the seven 
golden candlesticks and the seven 
golden candlesticks are the seven 
churches. That is where one who 
knows his Bible, and one who 
knows God’s plan*and methods 
for this age, would expect to see 
the Lord Jesus—walking in the 
midst of His churches. 

While it is true that many times 
men go to churches .to find the 
Lord, and it is equally true that 
in many churches they seek in 
vain to see evidences of the Spirit 
of Christ or to hear the message 
of Christ and the salvation which 
He offers, yet the failure of cer- 
tain modernistic churches has not 
changed the unchanging and un- 
changeable plan of God, namely, 
that His work shall be carried on 
through His churches. 

On the other hand, it is equally 
true that some men make an idol 
of a church. While we do not 
worship any church, yet we dis- 
honor Christ and we miss the 
mark when we fail to give the 
proper.emphasis to the churches.

In this message I want to give 
Six reasons why we should win 
children to the Saviour. 


I. Children Need to Be Saved 


When a child reaches the age 
of accountability, he needs sal- 
vation. He-is lost and needs the 
Saving grace-of God. 


The question has often been 
asked: What is the age of ac- 
countability? No one can set a 
definite date and say that it is 
the age of accounfability. For my 
part, I believe any child has come 
to the age of accountability when 
he knows right from wrong. From 
the time of this knowledge a child 
needs salvation. 

Before the time of accountabil- 
ity God watches over the little 
ones. All babies go to Heaven— 
the babies of the Negro, the Jew, 
the Japanese, the heathen, and 
the pagan. 

Miss Mary Mahl, who recently 
returned from Arabia, told of the 
tragic condition in the place where 
she was stationed. She said that 
nine out of ten babies died be- 
cause of disease and poor treat- 
ment. All of these little ones are 
carried into God’s presence. We 
cannot always know. about an 
adult who goes from us, whether 
he is saved or lost, but we do 
know about the babies. 


Returning to the theme before 
us of ‘the salvation of children; 
after they come to the age of 
aceountability, they need to be 
saved. Yes, they are still fine, 
sweet, innocent children, but with- 
out Christ they are lost. And if 


they should perish without Him, 
they would go into an eternal 
Hell. 

There is just one way of salva- 
tion for all people. It takes the 
same work of grace to save a 
child as it does to save a grown 
person. All are saved alike by the 
blood of Jesus Christ. 

The way of salvation should be 
taught to children from their 
earliest years. The Word of God 
should be given in all of its purity 
and the child should be pointed 
to the Saviour, who is able to 
save all who come unto Him. 

In the teaching of children, in 
our talking with them, we should 
be very careful to put the empha- 
sis on salvation through Christ. 
The matter of joining the church, 
of being baptized, of living for 
God, should be kept in the back- 
ground until the child is made to 
see his need of Christ, and Christ 
as the one way of salvation. 

Yes, we should win children be- 
cause they need to be saved. ‘ 


II. Winning Children to Christ

If opportunity was given, many 
of you would stand to your feet 
and tell of your wasted years.

When Herod heard about an- 
other “King of the Jews” being 
born he was troubled. He wonder- 
ed what would happen to him if 
another king had been born. What 
if he should try to take Herod's 
throne? Quickly Herod called the 
leaders of the Jews and asked 
them where the Christ promised 
in the Old Testament was to be 
born. They told him, “In Bethle- 
hem of Judaea,”’ because in Micah 
2:2 we read that out of Bethle- 
hem should come a ruler to rule 
the Jews. 

When the wise men left Herod 
the star appeared again and led 
them to the place in Bethlehem 
where Jesus was. They went in 
and worshipped the baby. I im- 
agine they kneeled down and 
thanked God for sending His Son. 


when he found that the wise men 
had fooled him. He ordered his 
soldiers to kill all of the children 
in Bethlehem 2 years old and un- 
der. He thought surely this would 
destroy Jesus. Wasn’t that a wick- 
ed thing for Herod to do? Don't 
you think Satan put it in Herod’s 
heart to have Jesus killed? Satan 
didn’t want Jesus to grow up and 
die on the cross to be our Saviour, 
did he?

And after a 
time some false cult or ism began 
to claim the attention of the child, 
and after*a while perhaps took 
his soul and his life. 

In our own city there.are false 
teachings on every hand. The 
false teachers are often more ag- 
gressive than the true teachers of 
the Word. ‘Therefore, . children 
must be won to Christ and taught 
the Word of God so that false 
doctrines will not pull them away. 

They must be taught at home. 
This means that parents need in- 
struction so they can in turn in- 
struct the child. 

Children must be taught in the 
Sunday School and.in the church. 
They must have Christ so lifted 
up before their eyes that other 
teachings will not appeal to them. 

Win the children to Christ and 
you will save a soul and a life. 


V. Winning Children to Christ 
Saves Lives for the Service 
of Christ 


The salvation of an aged man 
is good, but there is not much 
service for Christ in those of ad- 
vanced age. His days for soul win- 
ning are limited. His opportunities 
to prepare himself for Christian 
service are gone. 

A man or a woman of middle 
age and past is handicapped in 
many ways. It is difficult for 
them to learn. It is hard for them 
to break away from the old life 
and to launch out into a new. 
Fields for full time service are 
limited to those who have gone 
on past the middle of life. 

Serving Christ takes energy, 
vigor, and training. I do not mean 
that old people cannot serve God, 
for they certainly can, but I do 
emphasize that youth is needed. 
Somebody states the matter in 
this way: 

“Suppose that Paul had been 
converted at seventy instead of 
twenty-five. There would have 
been no Paul history. There was 
a Matthew Henry because he was 
converted at eleven and not at 
seventy. A Dr. Watts because he 
was converted at nine and not at 
sixty. A Jonathan Edwards be- 
cause he was converted at eight 
and not at eighty. A Richard Bax-

Listen to Mark 10:13-16: 

“And they brought young chil- 
dren to him, that he should touch 
them: and his disciples rebuked 
those that brought them. But 
when Jesus saw it, he was much 
displeased, and said unto them, 
Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not: 
for of such is the kingdom of God. 
Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he shall not 
enter therein. And he took them 
up in his arms, put his hands 
upon them, and blessed them.”

Everywhere it was said that mass 
revivals were out of date; the modern 
ist said it gloatingly, the fundamental- 
ist resignedly. 

Dr. John R. Rice called himself an 
evangelist when the name was in dis- 
repute, published revival sermons, 
evangelistic sermons when others called 
printed sermons ‘‘addresses.’’ In THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD, the great soul win- 
ners of the past were featured: few 
living preachers of power would write 
out sermons and Bible studies from 
the old time Spurgeon- Moody- Torrey- 
Billy Sunday-viewpoint. But THE Sworp 
campaigned year in and year out for 
mass revival, for preaching against sin, 
for the public invitation, for the evan- 
gelistic church, for the fullness of the 
Spirit.

D. L. Moody himself founded 
Moody Church. First he started a 
Sunday School in North Market 
Hall. Then after the Chicago fire, 
he built a “North Side Taber- 
nacle,” occupied for two years. 
Then he built the Illinois Street 
Church, Chicago, and this congre- 
gation came later to be known as 
Moody Memorial Church. The con- 
gregation later met in a large 
auditorium seating 1,500 which 
was the auditorium of Moody Bible 
Institute. 

In Paul Rader’s day, a large 
tabernacle was built in which 
thousands were saved. Then in the 
pastorate of Dr. P. W. Philpott, 
the present tremendous structure 
was built, costing about one mil- 
lion dollars. It is known as the 
cathedral of fundamentalism be- 
cause of its size and splendor. It 
has 4,040 opera seats. Dr. H. A. 
Ironside was pastor here some 
fourteen years, before his resigna- 
tion and his recent death. Rev. 
Alan Redpath of England has been 
elected new pastor of Moody 
Church and we trust will be on 
hand for our great SWORD rally, 
September 28. 

What giants of the pulpit have 
preached in this great church! 
Among the pastors have been D. L. 
Moody, Dr. R. A. Torrey, Dr. A. C. 
Dixon, Paul Rader, Dr. P. W. 
Philpott, and Dr. H. A. Ironside. 
Here, some eight blocks from 
where D. L. Moody started the 
church and his famous Moody Bi- 
ble Institute, stands one of the 
largest and most beautiful church 
auditoriums in the world.

These are difficult days—days 
of perplexity; days of deep de- 
pression. Christ is just the Sav- 
iour for a day like this. Storms of 
suffering and tempests of tempta- 
tion may rage, but the door of the 
fold stands between these things 
and the sheep of the flock, and 
that door is Christ Himself. Jesus 
is the open door of salvation, but 
a shut door against the cold and 


The Fear of the Future. He 
eaves from the past and for the 
‘present and from the future. In 
more sober moments every man 
wonders what is ahead. That is 
why so many bustle about so 
much. They are buried in business 
and plunged into pleasure in or- 
der, like the ostrich, to hide the 
eyes from the future. But it’s 
there. it’s there. Yes! the future 
is there. But you need not fear it; 
you need not tremble at the 
thought of eternity if you have 
Christ dwelling in the heart by 
faith. He removes the menace of 
the judgment. There is no Black 
Friday ahead for the Christian. 
“There is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus.” Hallelujah, nothing 
ahead of which to dread. “For I 
am persuaded, that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor 
height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which is 
in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 

But there is more than protec- 
tion suggested by the text— 


There is Also Privilege 


He shall go im and out. 

There is privilege, liberty, in 
that. Only those who have been 
found by Christ and have come 
into the fold are really free. The 
sheep, lost, out in the mountain, 
near the yawning gorge or the 
howling wolves, is not free. It is 
the sheep of the flock that are 
free. 

In Christ there is not only life; 
there is abounding life. Liberty is 
found in Christ; life is slavery 
without Him. No man is really 
free unless Christ has shorn him 
of his shackles. 

He is a freeman whom the Truth 
makes free, 
And all are slaves beside. 


So the text reminds us that we 


we go out for service—out into the 
world, the workshop, the office, 
for Christ. There is liberty in the 
Lord.

and enlarge upon the others. “My 
God will cast them off because—.”’ 


There is always a reason and 
the responsibility never rests with 
God. If any man is ever finally 
lost, it will be in spite of God’s 
mercy, and in the face of His con- 
stant pleadings. “My God will cast 
them off because—.” “God willeth 
not the death of any sinner but 
that all may turn unto him and 
live.” That is God's position. 
There is another text of Scripture 
which I think ought to be read 
in this connection. It is exceed- 
ingly striking: “Ye will not come 
unto me that ye might have life.” 
If you are ever finally lost the 
responsibility must be upon you 
and upon no one else. “My God 
will cast them off because—.” 


I have, specially in these last 
days, been turning over the pages 
of the Old Testament. I find that 
the Old Testament is a marvelous 
picture of God. Take away the 
New Testament and you will be 
amazed at the story of God in the 
Old Testament. I find the story 
of His yearning when He walks 
through the garden in the cool of 
the day, saying, “Where art 
thou?” I find an illustration of his 
compassion when David hears Ab- 
salom is dead. He staggers down 
the stair between the gates say- 
ing, “O Absalom, my son, my son, 
wou!d God I had died for thee,” 
for as a father David is a picture 
of God. I turn again to the Old 
Testament and I find the best 
possible illustration of His love, in 
His yearning for Israel. You must 
take story and add to story in the 
Old Testament if you would know 
Him. 


Then turn to the pages of the 
New Testament and behold Him 
manifest in the flesh. Watch Jesus 
as He heals the sick, opens the 
eyes of the blind, blesses the little 
children, comforts the sorrowing 
mothers, gives peace to the dis- 
tracted fathers, and then hear 
Him saying, “He that hath seen 
me hath seen my Father also.” 
And you never know the pity of 
God until you see it in Jesus. You 
never understand the compassion 
of God until you find it in His 
son. You never know the im- 
measurableness of His love until 
you see Jesus by day and by night 
with the tears in His eyes, the 
blood upon His brow, the scourges 
‘ upon His back and agony in His 
heart, seeking, seeking and seek- 
ing again. Put the Old Testament 
and the New Testament together 
and I do not understand how any 
of you can resist this pleading. 


I like to find this text of mine 
in the prophecy of Hosea for three 
reasons. First, because Hosea him- 
self was almost a brokenhearted 
man. You know the story of his 
wife; she had betrayed him again 
and again, and still he loved her. 
He pardoned her only to be be- 
trayed again. He took her back 
unto him only to have her dis- 
grace him still again. And in his 
treatment of his wife, Hosea gives 


us a great illustration of God’s 
treatment of Israel. Quivering 


with pain, his eyes full of tears, 
with his heart almost breaking, 
he gives us this prophecy and as 
he comes to the close of one of 
the heights of his arguments he 
gives us this text. Hear this ex- 
pression, “Oh Israel, return unto 
the Lord thy God, for thou hast 
fallen by thine iniquity.” “Iwill 
heal their backstidings, I will love 
them freely, for mine anger is 
turned away.” 


he other day in ‘reading the 
comments upon this prophecy, I 
found that he gave this title to 
the whole prophecy: “Man’s sin 
against love.” And it is a sad thing 
that you may sin against love. 
Some have sinned against their 
mothers’ love. A man concerning 
whom I have a note, received re- 
cently, has sinned against his 
wife’s love. 


Many have sinned against Gods’ 
love. It is a sad thing that you 
can do it, but you have .done it 
and you are doing it, and for you 
the text is spoken: “My God will 
cast them off because—.”’ I want 


you to let these words sink deep 
into your heart. You must re- 
member that God is the same yes- 
terday, today and forever, that 
you are still dealing with the God 
revealed in the Old Testament in 
His treatment of Israel, only the 


picture tonight is more 
the danger is greater, the sin is 
greater, because added to the God 
of Israel we have Jesus of Naz- 
areth, we have the Son of God, we 
have the Saviour of men. 


I. Lost Because of 
Preoccupation 


It was an awful thing in the 
light of all God’s dealings for Is- 
rael to reject Him. Where is there 
a man with power of mind great 
enough, with speech thrilling 
enough, to tell men what the sin 
of rejecting Jesus Christ really is? 
‘Turning over the pages of the Old 
Testament I find two or three 
texts which give me an illustra- 
tion of man’s drifting from God. 
In them I read your story. The 
first text is in Hosea 4:6. “My 
people are destroyed for lack of 
knowledge; because thou hast re- 
jected knowledge, I will also re- 
ject thee.” They refused to know. 
Taken up with other things they 
turned a deaf ear unto God's 
pleadings. 


I believe that the first step 
away from God is preoccupation. 
There are too many of us today 
who are occupied with trifling 
things instead of eternal questions. 
You are considering the gaining 
of a fortune. That is not wrong 
in itself, but you had better not 
consider the gaining of wealth un- 
til you can be sure about your 


eternity. You have been taken up 
with the pursuit of pleasure, pos- 
Sibly not wrong in itself, but it 


would be well for us to turn away 
from everything else until we have 
settled this question. Jesus 
thought it was important enough 
to say, If your right hand is in 
the way, if your right eye is in the 
way, cut off the one and pluck out 
the other. It is better to be maim- 
ed and halt and blind than to be 
lost. You are occupied with other 
things. 


Some men and women have been 
occupied with sin. It blinds your 
vision, it finally quiets your con- 
science. It weakens your charac- 
ter. It takes away from you the 
taste for God’s word. It puts a 
word of criticism for the church 
and the minister upon your lips. 
You are occupied with other 
things, when the greatest question 
in this world is this one: “What 
shall it profit a man if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own 
soul?’”’ You have forgotten that. 
God has stated in His Word that 
He can free us from sin. He tells 
us that He can transform our 
lives. He tells us that all along 
the journey of time He can make 
us strong to resist evil, beautiful 
to reflect the righteousness of God 
in Jesus. We have dismissed His 
statement with a sneer. He tells 
us that when we are through with 
time He will give us an unending 
eternity, and we have counted the 
gaining of a fortune as of greater 
importance. We are too much oc- 
cupied with other things. 


One day I heard Fred B. Smith 
preach to men in a western city. 
He said that one morning when 
they lived in the country his fath- 
er and his household were aroused 
with the tidings that one of their 
neighbors was dying. This old 
farmer was one of the richest men 
in the state where they lived. They 
called in the physician and the 
physician said to the man, “You 
are facing death. You had better 
send for the minister.” The minis- 
ter came and then they sent for 
the neighbors. Mr. Smith said that 
they gathered round this aged 
man’s death-bed. They tried to 
pray and could not. They started 
to sing and broke down. They 
spent a day and a night with him 
and started upon the second day 
when just as the day was being 
born the old man started to rise 
from his pillow and then fell back 
upon it. His great, strong son put 
his arms under his shoulder and 
raised him a little bit so that he 
could get his breath. Then the old 
farmer said this, “Boy, it is get- 
ting dark. It is getting dark.” And 
when they tried to make him 
think that it was all the time get- 
ting lighter he sank back upon 
his pillow with this awful mes- 
sage: “It is all a failure,” he said, 
“It is all a failure.” He was one 
of the greatest farmers in the 
state. He had a bank account that 
was very large. He had friends by 
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the score, but he had turned to 
other, things and away from 
Christ, and some of you are doing 
that. 


II. Cast Off Because of 
Indifference 


I think there is a second step 
in drifting away from God, and 
for that I have a text. It is indif- 
ference. When you started, you 
were not indifferent, when the 
minister pleaded with you your 
heart did respond, when the re- 
vival of other days swept through 
your city, you did give attention, 
you listened and all but heeded. 
Ngw it is different. I have a text 
for you, too. Isaiah 65:12: “Ye 
shall all bow down to the slaugh- 
ter, because when I called ye did 
not answer, when I spake ye did 
not hear.” 


If the first step is pre-occupa- 
tion, then I think the second step 
away from God is indifference. To 
me that is positively impossible of 
conception. Doctor Torrey used to 
have an illustration that was re- 
peated to me, of an old father and 
mother who determined to give 
their boy an education. They were 
as poor as they could be. They 
had a conference in their home 
and decided to send their boy to 
the university. They knew he must 
be away three years in his prep- 
aratory work and four years in 
his college work. Seven years in 
all. In the summer vacation he 
must work near the school but 
could not come home. Every dol- 
lar sent to him increased the pinch 
of poverty at home. 


Finally the old father § said, 
“Wife, I cannot stand it, I am go- 
ing to see him.” He did not have 
money enough to go by train so 
he drove across the hills. It took 
him days and days, and the horse 
he drove was ridiculous. The wa- 
gon in which he drove provoked a 
smile from all who saw him come 
into the university yard. He never 
knew that his boy had drifted, he 
had not been told that he had for- 
gotten his father’s God. Three 
young fellows came swinging down 
the sidewalk in the _ university 
town.,When they saw the old man 
they laughed at him. He saw them 
in the distance, too, and his old 
heart began to beat rapidly, he 
recognized one of them as his boy. 
He threw down his lines, sprang 
out of his wagon and ran to meet 
his boy. They toté’me if thé south 
that boy looked at him for only 
a moment, then in the presence of 
his friends who had jeered at this 
old man, told him he did not know

him. He said, “You

The old man turned without a 
word; he did not touch his boy, 
he did not kiss him. He got into 
his wagon, rode away back over 
the hills, went into the old farm 
house, sat down in the old chair; 
his head dropped forward on his 
breast and he was dead.

I wondered when I heard the 
story why the boy did not have a 
vision of the old days when his 
father said he would educate him; 
I wondered why the recollection 
of his father’s prayers did not stir 
him. But I can explain that better 
than that you should be indiffer- 
ent to Christ. Everything you have 
in life that is worth having God 
gave you. God gave you vision, 
God gave you hearing, God gave 
you hands with which you have 
wrought out your fortunes; He 
gave you feet with which you have 
bees walking the journey of life; 
He gave you your home, your 
mother, your baby. And for years 
He has been pleading, and plead- 
ing, and you have grown indiffer- 
ent to Him. When you have your

to hear. Proverbs 1:24-29. “Be- 
cause I have called, and ye re- 
fused; but ye have set at nought 
all my counsel, and would none 
of my reproof; I also will laugh 


at your calamity; I will mock 
when your fear cometh; when 
your fear cometh as desolation, 


and yoyr destruction cometh as a 
whirlwind; when distress and an- 
cuish cometh upon you.

to become indifferent to the plead- 
ing of God. Do not imagine for a 
moment that it is only a man’s 
voice that is speaking to you in 
the preaching. Oh, if God would 
only speak to you as never before. 
A wilful rejection! 

You are like a man in the city 
of New York who ran away from 
a police officer and sprang into 
the river. He pushed his way from 
the dock. The policeman threw a 
rope to him. It was too short. 
They threw another. It fell across 
his arm. He raised himself from 
the water just a little bit and 
twined the rope around and then 
with an oath cast it from him and 
sank out of sight. 


You have done the same thing 
with God. He called you when 
you were a boy. He called you 
when you were a young man just 
starting business. He called you 
when the marriage bells were 
pealing forth, when your first 
baby came and went into its grave. 
He called you when the telegraph 
ticked and ticked and the mes- 
Sage came to your door and you 
opened it and read it, and you 
said, ‘My God, Mother’s dead.’ He 
called you when the great calam- 
ity swept through your city’ and 
all but gained entrance to your 
home, and you have done nothing 
but drift, and drift, and drift. God 
pity you. 

I have heard of a fisherman who 
took his little girl out fishing. The 
fishing was not so good in theold 
place, so the fisherman left his 
little girl on a high rock and start- 
ed away to where he thought the 
fish would be easier to get.

The last text has to do with 
blasphemy. The text is in Zach- 
ariah 7:11, 12, and 14. “But they 
refused to hearken and pulled 
away the shoulder, and stopped 
their ears that they should not 
hear. Yea, they made their hearts 
as an adamant stone, lest they 
should hear the law and the words 
which the Lord of hosts hath sent 
in his spirit by the former pro- 
phets; therefore came a great 
wrath from the Lord of hosts... 
Put I scattered them with a whirl- 
wind among all the nations whom 
they knew not.” 


Listen. How many times have 
you rejected God? Stop and think. 
I do not ask you how many times 
you have rejected the minister. If 
it is only a man’s appeal drive it 
out of your mind with a song; if 
it is only the fanatical cry of a 
man who thinks you are in danger, 
reject it. Go on, eat and drink and 
be merry, and die when the time 
comes. But if it is God’s call, in 
God’s name how can you reject 
Him? 


Dr. George Adam Smith says 
the greatest sin is a sin against 
love. He says that love is insepar- 
able from pain. He says that when 
a mother bends over her sick child’ 
the more she loves it the more she 
suffers. If the child dies her pain

God is like that. You thought 
you could dismiss -Him but He 
loves you.

But you can sin against God's 
love also—God’s matchless love, 
and that is the terror of it.

John B. Gough tells a story of 
a boy gathering eagle’s eggs. He 
has a rope around his waist with 
one end tied to a tree, and he is 
down on hands and knees gather- 
ing the eagle’s eggs on a ledge of 
the cliff, when suddenly with a 
great swoop and scream the eagle 
is upon him. He has lived in the 
mountains long enough to know 
his danger, so he throws himself 
back from the ledge and holding 
on to the rope with one hand he 
draws his knife to protect him- 
self. As the great bird comes 
swooping down upon him he 
strikes at it and nicks the rope. 
It is swinging out over the abysse, 
‘and he hears the snap, snap of the 
rope as it is blown to and fro by 
the wind. But he was trained in 
the mountains and he throws him- 
self up and catches the rope above 
the cut, and hand over hand 
makes his escape. 


Is that what you have been do- 
ing to God? God called you and 
you said “No.” He pleads with 
you and you say “No.” You have 
been nicking the rope, breaking His 
love. I shall never forget what Dr. 
George Adam Smith says. He says 
that there is only one sin that is 
unpardonable, and that is the sin 
against God’s matchless love. He 
says that men must believe in a 
Hell. There is no alternative.

God’s Methods Assure Success 


At the very outset of this arti- 
cle on God’s Methods of Building 
a Church and Sunday School, I 
went to stress the fact that only 
as we adhere to and follow God’s 
methods are we assured of suc- 
cess. God’s methods are timeless. 
They are just as applicable to the 
twentieth century as they were 
to the first century after Christ. 


When will preachers and 
churches come to realize that 
there is no improvement upon 


God’s methods and that the old- 
time Gospel of blood redemption— 
the good news of salvation to lost, 
Hell-bound sinners—has not lost 
its power and will never cease to 
appeal to the hearts of men as 
long as lives are ruined, hearts 
are broken, tears are shed and 
graves are dug. 

Yes, God’s ways are best. God’s 
metHods work any time and any 
place. I have seen. scriptural 
methods of building a church and 
Sunday School used successfully 
in the large metropolitan centers, 
in cross-road country villages, in 
backwoods country churches, even 
in Shanghai, China, were Dr. Fred 
Donnelson’s work was the wonder 
and amazement of the mission- 
aries of China. God’s methods 
work. They cannot be improved 
upon. 
Therefore, as we 


study our 


‘| Bibles, let us seek to observe not 


only the message of God but the 
methods of God. 


Sowing and Reaping 


Oftentimes we preach sermons 
on “Sowing and Reaping” and we 
usually preach on this. subject 
from an evil standpoint. We em- 
phasize the fact that if you sow 
to the wind, you will reap the 
whirlwind. If you sow an evil 
thought, you will reap an evil 
word; if you sow an evil word, 
you will reap an evil deed; if you 
sow an evil deed, you will reap 
an evil habit; if you sow an evil 
habit, you will_reap an evil char- 
acter; if you sow an evil charac- 
ter, you will reap an evil destiny. 
While all of this is true, yet it 
is just as true that the law of 
sowing and reaping is applicable 
in a good sense; if we sow good 
deeds we will reap good results, 
and if we sow the good seed, 
which is the Word of God, a cer- 
tain proportion of inevitable re- 
sults are sure to follow, for God 
promises that His Word will not 
return unto Him void but will 
accomplish the purpose whereto 
He has sent it. 

Therefore, in all confidence 
when we use God’s methods we 
can know that certain results are 
sure to follow. What boldness, 
what confidence, what joy is en- 
gendered in the hearts of our peo- 
ple and our workers when we can 
impress this great truth upon 
them. 

It will greatly aid us if we keep 
constantly before our workers 
God’s one supreme purpose, and 
the one motivating power in any 
church after the New Testament 
pattern. 


God’s One Great Purpose Is 
To Save the Lest 


It was for this—that just as

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acceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners.” 
It was for this—that the Lord 
Jesus called and commissioned His 
disciples. It was for this—that 
the Holy Spirit came to empower 
and direct His servants in this 
work of soul winning. 


It was for this purpose that the 
Lord Jesus established His 
churches, and if a church is not 
living up to its God-appointed 
mission; if a church is not busy at 
its one supreme task, then it loses 
the right to call itself a church 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and it 
becomies of no more worth in a 
community than some lodge or 
charitable organization doing a 
social service work. 

It was for this—that God 
through holy men of old gave us 
His inspired Word, for it can be 
truthfully said of the whole Bible 
that which was explicitly said con- 
cerning the Gospel of John, “But 
these are written that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, 
the Son of God: and that believ- 
ing ye might have life through 
his name.” 

It is for this purpose—winning 
the lost, that the Lord leaves us 
here on the earth after we are 
saved. If a person is not going to 
win souls after he is saved, then 
the Lord might just as well have 
knocked him in the head the very 
moment he was born again and 
thus capacitated to enjoy the 
wonders of the “many mansions.” 
If we as individual believers are 
not going to win anyone else, then 
we would miss a lot of troubles, 
trials, ‘temptations, tears, disap- 
pointments and hardship if the 
Lord would take us to Heaven 
just the very moment after we 
are saved.

If, 
“The son of man is come to seek 
and save that which was lost,” 
then every believer should _ be 
about this same business of soul 
winning. 

If this business of soul winning 
is that which is nearest the heart 
of God, and if the Lord Jesus 
himself had but three and a half 
years of earthly ministry since 
creation’s morning up until ngw, 
then certainly Jesus would use 
those methods which would gain 
the greatest results and win the 
most souls when He was here for 
that brief earthly visit. 


The Lord Jesus Emphasized 
by Precept and Example 
the Importance of 
Teaching 


We never heard the Lord refer- 
red to as the “Great Preacher,” 
although He was the master pul- 
piteer and stood before the great 
multitudes and preached as “never 
man spake”; nevertheless, we find 
Him constantly referred to as 
“the Great Teacher.” 


I do not mean to minimize the 
importance of great Gospel 
preaching, for “it has pleased God 
by the foolishness of preaching to 
save them that. believe.” Gospel 
preaching has its place, and a 
great place, in God’s plan and 
program; nevertheless, the Lord 
Jesus taught when He preached, 
and He certainly used the meth- 
ods that He, in His divine wisdom, 
knew would accomplish the great- 
est results and win most souls. 
After all, the greatest Gospel 


preaching is expository preach- 
ing, and the best definition for 


Bible exposition or expository 
preaching is the one used by thé 
old colored woman down South 
when she said, “Dat preacher ‘sure 
‘exposes’ de Scriptures.” 

Without fear of successful con- 
tradiction, I make bold to say 
that for every one word called 
preaching which Jesus spoke and 
which is preserved for us by the 
Holy Spirit upon the inspired 
pages, I can easily point out four 
words called teaching which fell 
from the lips of the Son of God. 
In other words, we have easily 
four times as much of Jesus’ 
teaching recorded in the Bible 
than we have of His preaching 
not labeled as teaching. 


What is the best known sermon 
that the Lord Himself preached 
that is recorded in the New Testa- 
ment? Certainly it is the Sermon 
on the Mount; yet the introduction 
to the Sermon on the Mount is 
found in Matthew 5:1, 2: “And 
seeing the multitudes, he went up 
into a mountain: and when he 
was set, his disciples came unto 
him: And he opened his mouth, 
and TAUGHT them, saying. . .”’ 


This importance of His teaching 
ministry is also emphasized in the 
Great Commission as recorded in 
Matthew 28:18-20. Here the Lord 
Jesus is summing up His teach- 
ings of three and a half years to 
His disciples. Here He is remind- 
ing them, just before He ascends 
back to the right hand of the 
Father, leaving His work in their 
hands, that they must carry on 
until He returns. 

Here, once again, He further 
emphasized the fact that this job

church if the Wednesday night 
teachers’ meeting is neglected. 

If I were asked to sum up in 
ohne word the human side of build- 
ing a church and Sunday school 
after the divine pattern, I should 
irtimediately answer, visitation. 

If I were asked to give one 
verse of Scripture which perhaps 
more than any other sums up the 
divine method and message, I 
should unhesitatingly reply, ACTS 
5:42: “AND DAILY IN THE 
TEMPLE, AND IN EVERY 
HOUSE, THEY CEASED NOT 
TO TEACH AND PREACH JE- 

SUS CHRIST.” 


Therefore, another distinguish- 
ing feature of the Temple Baptist 
Church of Detroit and other 
churches is their constant, per- 
sistent, scriptural house-to-house 
visitation. From the human stand- 
point, the secret of the phenom- 
enal growth of these churches 
may be summed up in the one 
word, visitation. 

It is impossible to have a 
church-going people unless you 
have first a people-going church. 
In other words, the average un- 
saved, unregenerate man of the 
street is not going to anybody’s 
church if that church doesn’t first 
go to him. Jesus knew this to be 
true, and therefore said: “Go out 
into the highways and hedges, and 
compel [constrain] them to come 
in, that my house may be filled” 
(Luke 14:23). 

The secret of the phenomenal 
growth of the First Church of 


Jerusalem is found in Acts 5:42: | 


Ananias (who as far as we know 
was not a preacher but an ordin- 
ary layman who loved the Lord) 
to make a personal visit. God gave 
him the name and address and 
said, “Go to the street which is 
called Straight, to the house of a 
man named Judas and there call 
for Saul of Tarsus! He is a good 
prospect and needs your visit just 
now.” 

But Ananias argued with the 
Lord and said: “Lord, I don’t be- 
lieve it would do any good for me 
to call on him. I have heard a 
lot about that fellow. He is bitter 
against the church. He persecutes 
believers unto prison and even 
unto death. And besides that, he 
is well educated and _ possibly 
knows more about the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures than I do, and 
I am not gifted or qualified to 
make a visit to such a man. Some- 
one else could do it much better. 
Besides all that, Lord, I have had 
a hard day at the office or shop, 
and am tired and don’t have 
an automobile so I don’t feel like 
making that call tonight.” (Well, 
at least we know that he didn't 
have a car, even if he didn’t say 
that in so many words). 


Or perhaps Ananias said: “We 
have some friends or relatives 
coming to our house tonight and 
I have a very important social 
engagement; I just can’t make 
that visit at this time. Anyway, 
I don’t believe it would do any 
good.” 


But God said: “Ananias, you do 
what I told you, for he is a chosen

That is the New ‘Testament 
method, and God's method of 
building a great church and Sun- 
day School. Certainly we cannot 
improve upon it. 

Examples in Acts 9 and 10 
of Visitation 


In the ninth and tenth chapters 
of Acts, we also have two splendid 
examples of -the far-reaching re- 
sults of two personal visits made 
in two homes. 

In the ninth chapter God told 


they ceased not to) 
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the Gentiles and kings and the 
children of Israel. I am going to 
give the world a demonstration of 
what God can do with a trans- 
formed life.” 

Speaking from the human 
standpoint, suppose Ananias had 
not made that visit. Suppose the 
scales would never have fallen 
from Paul’s eyes. He could never 
have preached in the power of 
the Holy Spirit and would never 
have become the greatest preach- 
er, evangelist and soul winner of 
all time. Thousands of souls whom 
Paul personally won to Christ 
would have been lost, and we 
would not have fourteen books in 
the New Testament today written 
by the great Apostle to the Gen- 
tiles. On the other hand, because 
Ananias obeyed God and made 
that particular visit, Ananias has 
some part in all the souls that 
Paul won to Christ, and every soul 
that has been saved by reading 
any part of Paul’s epistles. 


If today you or I can be used of 
God in making one visit whereby 
we will win one soul that will turn 
many to righteousness, then let 
us rejoice in the opportunity and 
not neglect it. It is still God's 
plan for men and women who love 
Him to go into the homes daily 
to teach and preach Jesus Christ. 


In chapter 10 of Acts we have 
another wonderful example of a 
visit that Peter made to the home 
of a man called Cornelius. Here, 
too, God had to almost compel 
Peter to make this call. When God 
told Peter to go to Caesarea to 
the home of Simon the tanner who 
lived on a street near the sea- 
shore, Peter also argued with the 
Lord. He said: “Lord, it is an 
unlawful thing for a man that is 
a Jew to keep company or come 
unto a man of another nation.” 
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But God said, “Peter, if I can 
visit that home with.a special vis- 
itation of my divine power, cer- 
tainly you can afford to visit 
there.” And as a result of Peter’s 
visit in that home, Carnelius and 
all his household were saved and 
the door of salvation was opened 
to the Gentiles. 


Plan of Visitation 


On Monday night of each week 
our people meet at the church at 
6 o'clock, coming directly from 
their work. There they are served 
a good warm supper, which has 
been prepared by the good woman 
of the church. At 6:30 they are 
handed a group of cards (usually 
not more than five or six) and 
they go out into the homes two 
by two. (Luke 10:1: “After these 
things the Lord appointed other 
seventy also, and sent them two 
and two before his face into every 
city and place, whither he him- 
self would come.”) These cards 
contain the name, address, church 
affiliation, a word about the spir- 
itual condition, or any other help- 
ful information that we have con- 
cerning that individual. The cards 
have been copied in advance by a 
secretary who always retains the 
original card for every prospect 
in a permanent prospect file, 
which is kept in the church office. 
A duplicate card has been made 
out in advance and all of those 
living in different sections of the 
city have been grouped, so that 
as little time as possible will be 
lost in going from one house to 
another. 

They go into the homes and 
make a good spiritual visit, not 
merely a polite social call. We 
urge them always to have prayer 
in every home before leaving it. 
The men get all the information 
possible concerning every mem- 
ber of that household who is not 
a regular attendant of sonie 
church or Sunday School. They 
write the names and ages of every 
individual on the back of the card, 
together with a brief report of 
Summary of what they have found 
in the home. When they give their 
reports it is a rare thing that a 
Monday night passes without good 
news of from ten to twenty con- 
versions in the homes that night. 

Of course, that does not mean 
that we win somebody to Christ 
in every home that we visit. 
Oftentimes the workers find that 
the best thing to do in some 
homes is to tell them how God is 
blessing our work and merely 
give them a warm, cordial invita- 
tion to attend our Sunday School 
and church the next Sunday, and 
if that is not sufficient, to make 
arrangements to go by for them 
and bring them to Sunday School 
the next Sunday morning. That 
usually gets results. 

When the reports are conclud- 
ed, they all hand in their cards 
with the written reports on the 
back. These cards are carefully 
gone over by the Visitation secre- 
tdry and she puts the results of 
each visit on the back of her per- 
manent card in the prospect file. 
In that way every one who follows 
up that visit has the benefit of 
the information found by the first 
visitor, and each succeeding one. 

The Visitation secretary also 


makes out individual prospect 
cards for every new prospect 
feind in that night’s visitation 


and distributes them to the class 
in whose age group they belong. 


The ladies’ work is carried on 
in a similar manner each Thurs- 
day as they gather at the church 
at 9:30 a.m., receive their cards 
and visit in the homes until 12:30 
when they meet back at the 
church for lunch and fellowship 
which is followed by their reports. 
The ladies bring their own lunches 
and spread them all together. 


We have from 350 to 425 pres- 
ent at our Monday night visitation 
meetings. The Thursday morning 
ladies visitation has from 125 to 
180 present and on Thursday night 
from 200 to 250 young people go 
out calling. In addition to these 
periods of special visitation, every 
class and department carries on a 
constant visitation of their ab- 
sentees, sick members and pros- 
pects. Our visits usually range 
from 1500 to 2000 per week. 


In taking the verbal reports of 
visits made from the men and 
women Monday nights and Thurs- 
days, we try to emphasize two 
things about the reports: 

First, be brief, stating only the 
important things; and second, be 
enthusiastic. In other words, we 


urge every worker to talk only 
about the good things and not 
sound a discouraging note. If the 
people of one particular home vis- 
ited are not interested or if they 
are antagonistic, we tell our work- 
ers to write the report of that 
upon the card, but not to talk 
about it in the group meetings. 
We want them to bring back good 
news—‘‘As cold waters to a thirs- 
ty soul, so is good news... .” 


That is very important, because | 


if two men who are perhaps pes- 
simistic get up and begin to tell 
about all the hard times that they 


had and all the discouraging ob- 
stacles they met, they will soon 
have everybody in the meeting 
crying on each other’s shoulder or 
at least feeling like it. 

The good King David once had 
a messenger put to death because 
he was the bearer of bad news. 
In some ways it wasn’t such a 
bad law at that. 


This visitation gets results. This . 


is the secret, from the human 


standpoint, of the growth of the 
Temple Baptist Church, and the 
same thing is true in relative mea- 
sure of many other churches. 
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
